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Summary of the Method of Treatment to be 
uſed with Perſons apparently dead from 
drowning. 


ONVEY the perſon to the neareſt convenient 

bouſe, with his head raiſed ;—Strip and dry 
him as quick as poſſible; clean the month and nof- 
 trils from froth or mud—if a child, let him be 
placed between two perſons naked, in a hot bed 
if an adult, lay bim on a hot blanket or bed, and in 
cold weather, near a fire — in warm weather, the air 
ſhould be freely admitted into the room. The bo- 
dy is next to be gently rubbed with warm woollen 
cloths ſprinkled with ſpirits, if at hand, otherwiſe 
dry ;—& heated warming - pan may be now lightly 
moved over the back, properly covered with a blans 
ket—2nd the body, if of a child, is to be. gently} 
ſhook every few miputes :— Whilſt theſe means are 
uſing, one or two aſhſtants, are to be employed in 
blowing up tobacco ſmoke, into the fandamenty 
with the inſtrument provided for the purpoſe, or a 
Tobacco-Pipe, if that cannot be had the bowl filled 
with Tobacco, and properly lighted, being covered 
with a handkerchief; or piece of linen, ſo as to des 
ſend the mouth of the aſſiſtant in blowing ; Bithe 
the breaſt with hot rum, and perſiſt in the uſe of 
theſe means for ſeveral hours. If no ſigus of lift 
ſhould then appear, let the body be kept warm ſeve 
ral hours longer, with hot bricks, or veſſels of hoy 
water, applied to the palms of the hands, and ſolex 
of the feet, and this for a longer or ſhorter time 
as the circumſtances of the caſe may dictate. | 
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ROM a variety of faithful experiments, and 

inconteſtible facts, it is now conſidered as 
an eſtabliſhed truth, that the total ſuſpenſion 
of the vital functions in the animal body is by no 
means incompatible with life ; and conſequently, 
the marks of apparent death may ſubſiſt without 
any neceſſary implication of an abſolate extinction 
of the animating principle, 


The boundary line. between life and death, or 
the diſtinguiſhing figns of the latter, are objects 
to which the utmoſt efforts of the human capacity 
have never yet attained. Nor can we, with any 
degree of certaimty, pronounce, that an animal is 
dead, until the moſt unequi vocal proofs of putre- 
faction have been furniſhed, 
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pected, that, were proper meaſures to be adopted, 
eſpecially in caſes peculiarly "doubtful, we might 
frequently be enabled to reſtore to full life, and 
the enjoyment of ir, a beloved friend, or a valuable 
member of ſociety. And indeed, numerous Tuc- 
ceſsful inſtances might be adduced in the caſes of 
perſons, who wonld in a few hours have been con- 
ſigned to an untimely grave; and perhaps have 
ſuffered all the horrors of inevitable death, attended 
with a conſcioufoeſs of their own terrible ſituation, 


It is not, however, to be underſtood, that any 
proceſs, directed to the above-mentioned purpoſe, 
can be equally applicable to all caſes. For as the 
attempt maſt preſoppoſe an entire ſtate of the vital 
organs, it is obvious that thoſe apparent deh 
which are conſequent upon diſeaſe, afford, in g. 
neral, little or no encouragement for ſuch attempts. 
But in moſt caſes of ſudden death, the vital organs 
appear to have ſuſtained but a very flight injury, 
and only require a ſeaſonable excitement ot the 
heart to renew their act ioo. 
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The exquiſite feelings attendant on the unex- 


pected reſtoration of an affectionate friend, or an 


indulgent parent, 2. dutiful child, or an intimate 
companion of our boſoms, after having been ſud- 
denly torn from us, and in imagination numbered 
with the dead, may be more eaſily conceived than 
deſcribed. Nor is the acquiſition:of one deferving 
member of ſociety an object unworthy the publio 
gt:cation. 
Upon 
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Upon theſe conſiderations, | ſocieties have been 
wr in yarious parts of Europe for promoting 
attempts 10 fecoyer perſons from apparent death, 
eſpecially in caſes. of ſuffocauon and drowning. 
Tbe Humane Society eſtabliſhed in Great-Britain, 
in 1774, has been very ſucceſsful, Within ten 
years from its,. infticution,. out of 1300 perſons 
apperently dead from drowning, 790 have been 
Teſtored to their friends and country, Many of / 
them, no doubt, uſeful and valuable men. 


For an inſtiration of this nature 2 -oabderala fund 
is neceſſary. _ And many occaſional expences will un- 
avoidably occur. The cauſe of humanity, however, 
deſecves evety encouragement, And to promote

L * unfortunate perſon is to be conveyed 
carefully to the neareſt houſe ; For this pur- 
poſe the head is to be raiſed a little, as in bed, and 


the body ſhould be carried in a natural and eaſy 


poſture. 


The Sabje& is to be immediately ſtripped; } 


and laid on a warm bed, and the /tin well dried with 


heated flannels, the mud and froth to be removed

So eaſy and important an operation 
ſhould be repeatedly performed, as the good effects 
of tobacco ſmoke have been proved in many caſes. 

IV. The ſkio is to be gently rubbed with warm 
woollen cloths, and a warming pan heated (the body 
being ſurrovaded with flannel) may lightly be moved 
up and down the back for a couſiderable time, 
Wooden bottles filled with hot water, & or 
heated bricks, coyered with flannel, may be effica- 
ciouſly applied to the ſoles of the feet, palms of the 
hands, and other parts of the body. 

V. It a child has been drowned, its body ſhould 
be wiped perfectly dry, and immediately placed in 
bed between two perſons of good conſtitut ion; the 
Talatary effects of the natural vital warmth have been 
clearly proved ina variety of fucceſsful caſes. 
VI. The body is to be rubbed with flannels, 
ſprinkled with ſpirits, and fomentatious of hot rum 
are to be applied to the breaſt, &c. and often renew- 
ed. The noſtrils may be every now and then tickled 
with a teather; /auf and volatilen (ſhould be occa- 
ſionally made uſe of, to excice ſneezing if poſſible. 
The various means of recovery ſhould be made uſe 
of by the 4/i/ants for ſeveral hours, the body is to 
be gently ſhaken every ten minutes, in order to 
render the proceſs more certainly ſucceſsful ; and the 
bodies of Children in particular are to be agitated, 
by taking hold of their arms and legs frequently,

VII. If there be any ſigns of returning life, ſuch as 
ſghing. gaſping, convulſive motions, pulſation or a 
natural warmth, a ſpoonful of any warm liquid may 
be adminiſtered ; and if it proves that the power of 
ſwallowing is returned, then a cordial draught may 
be given in ſmall quantities, but not without the 
direction of a Phyſician, | 

VIII. When the eir is very cold or morf?, the various 
methods of treatment are to be made. uſe of near @ 
large fire, or in a heated apartment, On the other 
hand, if the weather is warm, or ſultry (as in the 
ſammer ſeaſon) the windows and doors of the room 
ſhould be opened; and in every other poſſible way 
a cool refreſhing air obtained; as it is of the greateſt | 
importance in bringing forward the latent ſpark of 
life, or in reſtoring natural breathing. 

IX. No perſons are to be admitted into the room, 
but thoſe who are aftually employed in exerting their 
utmoſt endeavours for the recovery of the unfor- 
tunate; ſix perſons ate therefore the greateſt number 
that can ever prove uſeful on ſuch occaſions ; and 
thoſe who are by-ſtanders for the ſake of curioſity 
ſhould be requeſted to withdraw, as their preſence |

N ingenious and very uſefu] Communication on 

the ſubject of Reftoration from apparent Death, 
haus been received from Mr. Jonathan Williams of 
Naſton, from which, as an encouragement for exertion 
in ſimilar caſes, the following facts are extracted. 
A child of Mr. Williams, at that time in Nantz, at 
4bout the age of 12 days was taken ill, and on the 13th 
to appearance died, Mr. Williams immediately de- 
termined to try an experiment on his child, and by 
pentle friction with ſoft flannel near a fre, in abqut 
fiſteen minutes reſtored it to life; though being very 
weak from a premature hirth, it lived only 20 hours 
longer, -Mr. Williams himfelf at the age of nine 
years, fell into the miill-creek—it is uncertain how 
long he cortinued under water—he was at length diſ- 
covered and taken up breathleſs ; the body was placed 
between hot blankets and rubbed on every part with 
hut cloths, hat bricks were applied to the ſoles of his 
feet, and all the other uſual methods were employed, 
til} every one except his mother was diſcouraged, and 
deſiſted from the uſe of means; ſhe alone, however, 
indefatigably perſevered, and was rewarded, though not 
until the end of four hours, with the exquiſite pleaſure 
of reſtoring him to life. 

Doctor Franklin communicated to Mr. Williams 
the cafe of a gentleman, who laboured under a diſeaſe 
which he himſelf ſuppoſed would prove mortal : When 
he approached the laft agonies, his faithful ſervant was 
weeping by his fide—he ordered the ſervant to watch 
tim, and when he had breathed his laſt, to get naked 
into his bed, and as far as poſſible encompaſs the body; 
then to breathe forcibly into his mouth, and continue 
this act till he ſhould recover, or become cold. —He 
punckually obeyed; the gentleman recovered, and 
cd to relate the ſtory many years after, 


Another 
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Another well known inftance is produced of a Phi- 
ladelphia gentleman in France, who about five years 
fince was ſuppoſed to have died, and three days after- 
wards was about to be buried, when a Phyſician pre- 
ſent happening to look into the coffin, was induced, 
from the appearance of the countenance, to delay the 
funeral ; he immediately made uſe of the common 


methods ; the gentleman revived, and is now alive and 
well in Philadelphia. 


The following caſe is extracted from a letter from 
Dr. Blodget, viz. That on the 4th of June 1757, be 
was called to the fon of Mr. Nathaniel Gunn, jun. of 
Montague, who had been taken out of a Well, and 
was ſuppoſed to be dead. When he arrived at the 
houſe, he found him laid on a bed covered with a 
blanket, without the leaſt appearance of life either from 
pulſation or reſpiration. The Doctor opened a vein 
in the arm but could not obtain any blood; his next 
attempt to reftore life was by friction, with warm flan- 
nels; by perſiſting in this plan for about 15 minutes, 
the Boy began to grow warm, and motion was ob- 
ſerved at the pit of the ſtomach, and ſoon after a ſigh 
followed and a ſpoonful of water ran out of his mouth; 
his pulſe began to beat and reſpiration took place, and 
in about an hour he was able to ſit up in the bed. 

Thus without any other means, excepting ſome 
trifling cordials, he was reſtored to life and health. 

Mr. Gunn, upon being informed of the accident, 
went down the Well, perceiving the water perſectiy 
fill, did not expect to find the Boy there; but plung- 
ing his arm into the water, which was near three feet 
deep, he found him laying at the bottom, and imme- 
diately carried him into the houſe, ſtrip'd him, and 
laid him on the bed as the Doctor found him. 

The Doctor obſerves, that though it is impoſſible 
to determine how long the Boy was in a ffate of in- 
activity, breathleſs, and to appearance dead; yet if we 
allow hfteen minutes for the Boy to be under = | 
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(and I am of opinion it was much longer) and twenty 
five minutes for the meſſenger to come to me, to the 
diftance of four miles ; and twenty five minutes for 
me to go to Mr. Gunn's, and fifteen minutes after L 
got there before life appeared in the Boy, we can ac- 
count for one hour and one quarter. | 

The following communication, with which we 
have been favored by Mr. James Sumner, farther 
proves the utility of perſeverance in caſes which at 
firſt may appear entirely deſperate. A Lad of the 
name of Greene, had fallen into the mill-pond, in this 
town; he had been under water about 20 minutes, 
when he was found and brought on ſhore apparently 
dead. — The body was agitated by rolling gently on a 
barrel, and a conſiderable quantity of water diſcharged 
from the mouth thereby; after this he was conveyed 
to the houſe of Mr. Sumner's father : Mr. Sumner 
immediately heated a blanket very hot and wrapp'd up 
in it the body of the lad, which he then placed before a 
pretty large fe, turning it ſo as to expoſe — part 
to the fire ; Curing this time the body was conſtantly 
rubb'd with fine ſalt, but for the ſpace of an hour and 
an half no fign of life whatever appeared : After this 
Mr. Sumner il perſevering, he thought he felt a ſmall 
degree of fluttering motion in the belly; he till con- 
tinued, applying his hands to various parts of the body, 
but would have been diſcouraged from perſevering had 
he not heard that ſuch attempts, though for a long 
time ſeemingly fruitleſs, had finally, ſometimes, been 
crowned with ſucceſs; from this conſideration the 
meaſures were continued till at length a pulſation was 
felt, firſt in the temples, and ſoon after in the wriſt ; 
not long after this an effort was made to breathe, with 
a kind of ſnorting noiſe in drawing in the ait; a num- 
ber of others ſucceeded, at firſt more lowly, but gra- 
dually in quicker ſucceſſion, till he began to. breathe 
free and eaſy ; and nothing having been . poured into 
the mouth, he at length appeared to be perfectly re- 
covered; when Mr. Sumner led him home in health 
to his parents. 


The 
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he hop, Inflancesmay ſerve to convey ſome Idea of the 
ucceſs with which the Inſtitution has been attended. 
A Child of Mr. Samuel Daſhwood, jun. painter, in 

Bofton, of two years of age, in the month of 
October, 1787, fell into a Ciſtern of water, 7 feet deep, 
and was taken out by a gentleman of the neighbour. 
hood, and was apparently dead: Fortunately this 
gentleman was acquainted with the methods recom- 
mended by the Humane SoctteTy, and immediately 
began to put them into practice. 

The ſubject was undrefled and wiped as dry as poſ- 
ſible ; hot blankets were wrapped round the body, and 
as one became cool, another was applied, — with theſe 
friction was uſed to every part of the body; after a 
few minutes {between four and ſeven) they had the 
unexpected ſatisfaction, to diſcover ſigns of returning 
life,—the firſt ſymptom of recovery, was a convulſiye 
motion of the cheſt, attended with a forcible effort to 
diſtend the Jungs : A Phyſician arriving at this time, 
the pulſe was examined, and though perceptible, it was 
extremely languid and irregular :—Fumigation of 
tobacco, was vigorouſly applied, and on the firſt injec- 
tion into the bowels, it inftantly produced a full inſpi- 
ration, fucceeded by a loud and laborious roar—and an 
evident increaſe of the action of the heart; On ſuſ- 
pending the uſe of this remedy, for a minute, the vigor 
of the pulſe was ſenſibly abated, and on returning to it 
again, the effects were as before, together with a ſmall 
diſcharge of indigeſted matter from the ſtomach; in 
about 25 minutes from the child's being taken out of 
the water, the pulſe began to beat with ſome degree of 
regularity, and the breathing to be performed with leſs 
labour and interruption, though he was till to appear- 
ance in conſiderable diſtreſs: At this period he was 
placed in a hot bed, with a perſon, who was directed to 
continue the friction; hot bricks were applied to the 
feet, and a warming: pan of coals directed to be tepeat - 
edly moved over the bed cloaths. In three or four 
hours ke appeared to be perfectly recovered, and is now 


@ healthy and promiſing child, 
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1 Society, ſince their laſt publication, have 

erected for the benefit of ſhipwrecked Mari ners 
number of huts, or ſmall buildings, furniſhed with 
neceſlaries for their Relief, viz. one on Lovell's iſland, 
in the harbour of Boon, fituated on the north eaſt ſide, 
on a riſing ground, about fixty rods from the ſhore ;

HIS may certify, that in the night of the 14th of 
December laſt, a ſmall ſchooner ſailed from this 
place bound to Cape- Ann, having on board beſides the 
Captain Mr. John Biſhop, four perſons, viz. Capt. Philip 
Hoſtel, Mr. Foſeph Plumber, Mr. Ephraim Ellery and 
Mir. —— Smith, The wind being very high, before 
day, the ſchooner was driven upon the rocks, called 
Ram-head, near Lovell's Iſland, in the lower harbour. 
Wich great difliculty the people got upon the iſland, 
and to their inexpreſſible joy, reached the houſe lately 
erected by the Humane Society, for the preſervation 
of ſhipwrecked Seamen, in which they found every 
neceſlary for warming, drying and making them- 
ſelves comfortable. 

The. people all wiſh to expreſs their gratitude. to 
the Founders of that benevolent Inſtitution, and ac- 
knowledge that, under God, they owe the preſervation 
of their lives to the /helter, and the means of com- 
fort which they found in it, as the night was extremely 
cold, and they were entirely wet before it was poſſi- 
ble for them to get upon the ſhore. |
